Santa Fe Rail 
Union Shop 


AMARILLO, Tex., Nov. 18 
(FP).—Legality of a union shop 
agreement between the Santa Fe 
Railway System and the AFL In- 
ternational ‘ Association of Ma- 
chinists was upheld by the bere 
Seventh Court of Civil A Apee 
The ruling was a setback the 
railroads, which regarded the case 
as the spearhead of their drive to 
outlaw the union shop. 

The three- judge Appeals Court 
reversed a ict court opinion 
handed down last winter, and dis- 
solved a district- court , injunction 
that restrained the Santa Fe and 
16 nonoperating railroad unions 
from entering into a union shop 
contract. 

The case, one of 18 seeking to 
test-constitutionality of -the union 
ag ¢ was brought in May, 1933, 

3 non-union ir ang he of Santa 
Fe and was backed by the railroad. 


A three-week trial on the issues} 


in the case was held here last 
January, at the end of which Judge 
E. C, Nelson granted the railroad 
a permanent injunction against the 
‘union shop. 

Nelson upheld the railroad’s 
argument that the 1947 Texas 
“right to work” law banning union 
security superseded a 1951 amend- 
ment. to the Railway Labor Act, 
permitting the union shop - rail- 
road. workers. regardless of any 
state laws to the contrary.

51,000 non-operating employes.
